L if ten draws parallel with Ray's reported mentions of Raul and Jerry, saying it means 
that Raul and Jerry are one but not that Jerry was part of the assassinaSon. 

Jerry says that Jimmy phoned him 2 l/2 to 3 months before the assassination "from a town 
in ew he xi co. This oincides with Stein's story of a call Ray made en route to New Cleans. 
This does not have to have been that call. Jerry says he could hear a jukebox in the 
background, "tb&t *T irr*iiiy was ab a bar* 

Lifton says the RBI did r.ot check out Jerry's "alibi." That security guard says Jerry 
uook long leaves of absences "to visit your brother." Says the Department told "us" we 
never cleared anybody" and "we had a file check made over there through a friend." 

L itton says the FBI did not speak to the first person Jerry say's the FBI interviewed 
at the club where jerry worked, first a Kiss Walsh. Well, the FBI did, despite what 
Lifton says. "You have to explain the fact that the FBI files "hold no such interviews. 
Lifton says, but they do. 

Donahue says that Lifton has a letter Jerry wrote about Jews and niggers to an Atlanta 

radio station. < 

I do i> M rtner ’ Jeff C ° hen * tends t0 take the 8tate ’ s against Ray more seriously thah 

Jerry's letter is after the “unich massacre in which he is not sympathetic to Jews. 

Ray Jerry says the racial matters are irrelevant. "Mark L^e i s my attorney" who said 
watch what you say." 

It seems that for Lane the lead to Murtaugh came from Coehn and Lifton. Lifton says that 
this came from "our" research. 

Jerry says he first met Stoner in June of 1969. 

"One of the things our investigation turned up is that the FBI turned up xxxanxAtlania 
a ni 1 i;ajig.unc Alabama to hicago plane ticket," Delta, with "only the Birmingham to 
Kfempnis part used. Thcs Lifton picked up from Frame-Up. ^e says he had to leave it out 
of the article.

Jerry believes FBI did kill K ing. Questioner wants to know why FBI ha 3 not answered charges. 
Lit ton_ says that at DJ in press office he was told the FBI was only assistaning the local 
authorit5.es in a local homicide. 

Lifton says, after some stuttering, timt the hypothesis geminated "in my head" while he 
was researching for a movie conpany in 1974 and he set up subject files. Raul file, 
brother file: "They miiched." 

Liiton refers to "the 6,000 pages of FBI files." Says he is not expert in area of "change" 
to Lorraine but says he knows it is in ^bhq* s coining bcoko 

Asked why does he lean-to erry rather than John, Lifton says it was a good question and 
it is partly because of Foreman, partly because ^ames got a job near where Jerry worked 
in Chicago. 

Jerry ^ says you talked to me for a couple of hoars up in Chicago and that story is just the 
opposite of what we talked about." 

Donahue interprets J erry's courting of talk-show hosts as part of a conspiracy to serve 
his convicted co— conspirator. 

Jinny corrected Jerry on where he called from. Jerry had thought i was Texas. 




When Jerry talks about the service-station alibi Lifton asks why Say told Huie toe 
different story. Jerry tries to say it was all because Hanes was telling %ie everything. 

He has ip.o answer when Lifton ask why he didn't tell the truth. Jerry's answer is 
you don t tell everything to book writers. 

Originating station, fcJGN, Chicago, probably three weeks earlier. 

Jerry willnv.ver learn that what is in liis head is not effective with others if he gets 
it out the way it is in his head. As he does not sometimes. 

He does not handle his overt racism well, trying to a.v-dd it. This also is in no way 
helpful to ^imrny. 

Lifton has no grasp of the FBI investigation or its magnitude, tie appears not to be aware 
of what has been announced publicly about this by the Department , even relatively recently. 
Yet he has been provided with some of the content of the files, whether or not under FOIA. 
It is not always possible to determine whether his representations come from news 
accounts of information from D J . 
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
